Andover’s school population will 
not increase as rapidly in the 
next 10 years as it has in the past, 
according to a statistical analysis 
prepared for the School Committee 
by a special committee of towns- 
people. 

The group, headed by Louis M. 


Warlick, included Charles Lang- 
dell, C. Lincoln Giles, Prof. 
Charles H. Dufton and Lewis C, 
Trumbore. 


The statistical study resulted 
from the School Committee’s desire 
to have some definite estimates on 


which to base decisions as to 
school needs during the next 
decade. 


The study, carried out by men 
trained in the field of statistical 
research and projections, indi- 
cates that the total public school 
growth in five years will be 
between 348 and 527 — with the 
strong recommendation that the 
School Board use a figure closer 
to the minimum estimate than to 
the maximum. 

The Committee Chairman, Mr. 
Warlick, explained the plus and 
minus factors considered by the

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“With progress on every side, 
we sometimes overlook the need 
to make corrections in rules and 
regulations which have become 
unnecessary, Two instances need 
our attention: The compulsory 
school attendance laws and the 
age limit in the child labor laws. 

“In a day zone by, when schools 
were ill-equipped and far away, 
when there was plenty of work to 
do on the farm and there was no 
law against child labor in the 
factories, the compulsory attend- 
ance laws were essential, other- 
wise few would be in school. But 
that has chanzed. 

““Alas, now there is little for 
the child to do at home; all our 
schools are within walking dis- 
tance or bus ride; the value of 
knowledge is brought into every 
home by means of newspapers and 
magazines, and other means of 
universal communications. Parents 
fully comprehend the usefulness of 
education for their young and go 
out of their way to see that they 
are in school, It follows then, that 
compulsory attendance is no lonzer 
useful. Indeed, in some cases it’s 
actually a hindrance in that it 
keeps in school some pupils that 
would be better out, thus mak in z 
room for others. 


“On child labor, those laws 
were established when working 
conditions in factories were a 


real test of physical prowess and 
the normal day was 12 hours. Now 
it’s a rare factory in which the 
working conditions are not better 
than in the homes of 70 percent 
of the workers, the hours are eizht 
or less, with food and rest in 
abundance, In such a workaday 
world, a youngster of 14 can be 
of much use, as well as in part 
time work, in many spots about 
the community. 

“Because of this progress, we 
should consider repealing the 
compulsory attendance school 
laws and reducing the child labor 
laws, to 14 from 16 years of age. 
Doing that, we would be proving 
our faith in democracy by im- 
proving its quality with infusions 
of still more democracy, a society 
without compulsion beinz our 
great secular aspiration,
